Different Reasons Offiered for the
Famine do Not Batisfy the Peo-
ple Whe Have to Pay for a-
100 Per Cent Advance.

San Franclsco,~Feb, 11.—Although
the waters In the vieinity of this city
arp teeming with fish of endless va.
rlety, this cluss of food has become the
dearest commodity in the market, An
advance of 100 per cont has just
taken place In the price of all kinda
of fish, Salmon has been advanced
from § conts to 26 gents and striped
buss from 6 cents to 26 cents, The
retaller blames the wholetsule dealers,
all of whom are In a combine, and
the wholesuler ascribes the sudden and
phenominal advance in fish partly to
bad weather and partly by the al-
leged depredations of Chinese, whao,
they may, filsh with wet nets and de-
stroy vast quantities of fish, As It
stands now mo far as consumers are
copcerned, It I8 a case of pay or go
without.

today.

Judge Tunner admitted that the
| partnershlp agreement which he fur-
inished the grand jury when teatifying
| for Benator Mitchell, was mads up
| within the past three months and dated
back to March §, 1901. He says fur-
ther that this wws done tv preveri
Mitchell from belng caught on the in-
dictment later presented, or receiving
money for illegal fees while a United
Hiates senator when, as o fact, all fees
| recelved from government department
work were to go to Mitchell Judge
Tanner and his son alded In formulat-
ing this tgreement, and then the two
went before the grand jury swearing
to falsehoods to shield the aged sen-
ator in his struggle with the govern-
ment's prosecuting oficers.

The confession came as & bomb to
the community, although not to the
government's  princibal oMcials, Dis-
jtrlct Attorney Francls J. Heney and
Chief of the Becret Bervice Force W.
J. Burns, In the Indletment presentea
by the grand jury against Judge Tan-
ner for perjury, the government plain-
Iy charged him with conspiring to pro-
tect his partner. He was accused of
{having alded in preparing this agree-
{ment within the past three months at
I'nllt own office and through the Instru-
mentality of his son, A. H. Tanner, Jr
He was also accused of knowing that
iﬁ»nnlur Mitchell recelved as hia share
lof the profits In the firm business, o
portion of the money pald by Frederick
A. Kribs to have cases expedited he-
fore Hermann, Further, the accused
was oharged with knowing that Sen,
ator Mitchell had a personal account
in the Merchants Natlional bank. A
list of § to 10 witnesses was aMxed to
the indictment containlng  these
charges. The governmant piainly in-
dicated Its case and the officlals con-
nected with the prosecution expressed
no doubt of conaviction.

The story of this case Jates from
the early Investigation of land frauds
by the present grand jury, When SBen-
ator Mitchell reallsed a foree that
ranked John H. Hall had entered the
fleld of Inquiry, he arranged to fore-
stall the oharge of recelving money
from any source laying him open to
indletment under the statutes regulat-
ing senators and representatives in
congress. The partnership agreement
was then framed, and In It provision
was made showing that Senator Mitch.
ell expresaly provided agninst any de-
partment business golng to his per-
sannl account. This agreement was
submitted by Judge Tanner when he
was first called to testify.

ARBITRATION TREATIES ON

Admissibility of Testimony in the
Swayne Trial Is the Main Conten-
tion of the Counsel

Managers of the House.

Washington, Feb., 11.—The entire
time of the senate, not spent in the
executive session, was to the Swayne
impeachment trial. Four witnesses|
were examined. All of them were
from Pensacoln, Fila. They were in-
troduced for the purpose of showlng
that up to 1900 Judge Swayne had not
acquired residence In his district of
Florida. During the proceslings the
question of the right of the house
managers to object to questions pul
to the witnesses by senators was ralsed
byt the presiding officer ruled that
stch objections might be stated.

Precedents were quoted to the effect
that while the gquestions by senators
should, be adinitted counsel could
progerly object to admissibility of re-
plies made to them.

Treatios Amended,
Washington, Feb. 11.—The senate
executive sesston ratified the arbitra-
tion treaties between the United States
and eight European goveérnments. It
required two sessions to reach an
agreement. At the first sesslon con-
sideration was given a communication
from the president to Senator Cullom,
chalrman of the foreign affairs com-
mittee in the form of a protest against
any amendment being adopted at the
second sesslon the treaties wers
amended and ratified with only nin:
votes against the amendment made by
the sepate committee on forelgn re-
lations.

Merchant Marine.
Washington, Feb. 11.—As an out-
growth of the investigation of the Blo-
cum disaster the house today passed
a number of bills called by Grosvernor,
chalrman of the house’ committae on
merchant marine and fisherles, amend-
ing the laws relating to steamboat In-
spection service and making far more
riglid provision for regulation and con-
trol of steam vessels,

As recommended by the department
of commerce and labor, the measures
were sént to the house in the form of
elght bllls. Six of these were report-
ed favorably by the commites, and
five of them were pu-ed today.
‘Consideratlon of the bill providing
for altering the salary system for the
Inspectors was prevented by the ob-
jection of Shirley of Kentucky.
